March to the iſt of January, which Change took Place on the 
iſt of Fannary, 1752. 46 8 
Ia Conſequence of the ſame Act of Parliament, the Uſe of the 
Juliau Account, or Old Style, heretofore followed in this Coun- 
try, ceaſed on the ſecond of Septeryber of the fame Year 17 <2 ; 
and by dropping or leaving out eleven tiomiaal Dars, and calling 
the next, Which would have been the third, the fourteenth, the 
New Style took Place: and from thence, by the ſaid Act, is di- 
recied to be uſed for all Time to come, in all his Majeſty's No- 
minioas ſubject to the Crown of Great Britain.

forwarded, but that the Davs of Opening or Shurting fuch las- 
tures, of Paving ſuch Rems or Annuities, and of doing all ſuch
